Brown yesterday, but the contracts will not
be awarded for a week ormore. A few
minutes before 2 o’clock, whea the time for
receiving bids expired, several proposals
were baanded in.  Previously the manuafae-
turers of the Amoskeng engine ha'l been the
only bidders

A syodicste known as the American Fire
Engine Company, which controls the manu-
facture of the Silsby, Button, Ahrens and
Clapp & Jones engines, bid on the two last
pamed stvles For furnishing two Clapp &
Jones engines, first size and first-class, ao-
cording to specifieations, the bid was £8,150.
The bid on two of the Ahrens make was
0 300, The Manchesier Loeomotive Com-
pvany put in three bids on Amoskeag engines,
classiiving them according to finish, The
first bid was £3 500 each, or $7,000 for two;
the seoond $4,000 each or $8,000 for two; and
the third $4,750 ench or §9,500 for twa,

Tue Manchester Company bid £1,100 each
on hose reels, while J, G. Weir & Sons bid
£1,040, S=veral firms bid on chemical en-
gines. The Chicago Fire Extingnisher Com-
pany offered the Babeock or the Champion
engine at 1,700 each, or three for £5,000,
The Muskezon Company's offer was $1,900

ing liar, she struck me with n bread knite
on the arm, and here is the wound it made.”
She showed an ngly gash, cut to the bone,
on her left wrist. “Mamma wounld not let
me have supper that night, and when papa
came home he ordered her to waken him
up early the next moraing so that he conld
see that I got no breakiast. When be did
get up he ordeied me to leave home and
pnever come back any more. I am very un-
happy at home, and I don’t care where I go
80 I don’t get beat for things I don’t do.”

There was nothing whatever on his person
to indicate his nvame or home, and he did
not possess the usual knife or bunch of keys
found on prisoners.

When placedin acell he lay down and
was soon asleep and snoring. In the morn-
ing al the hour for hearing the ecases he
eould not be aroused. His heavy breathing
alarmed his keepers and Burgeon Moyer
was sent for. He labored with the man some
three hours but he was too far gone and
died. The body was then removed to the
morgue, where it now liex. But one person

The body is that of a man sbout 35 years,
B feet 8 inches tall, of light complexion,
with a sandy mustache, and weighing about
125 pounds.

Allegheny May Embrace Herr’s
Island Territory.

RAILROAD COMPANY INTERESTED.

The River Chanmel te Be Widened and
Deepened.

CURRENT SBIFTED TO PITTSBURG SIDE

The property holders of upper Allegheny
slong the Allegheny river are at present
agitating & scheme to connect Herr's
Island with the mainland of Allegheny,
sod to have the channel of the Allegheny
river widened and deepened on the Pitts-
burg side. The schems would give to Alle-
gheny City all the territory embraced by
Herr's Island.

The Allegheny people allege that their
scheme, which wounld throw all the water
into one channel, would greatly benefit
navigation.

Chief of Publie Works Ehlers, formerly
City Engineer of Allegheny, concesming
the scheme, said yesterday:

*The project is not at all imposaible, but
ita completion involves & number of compli-
cations, For instance ~every part of the
present water course that is obstrueted
on the Allegheny side wenld necessitate
a corresponding compensation in the Pitts-
burg ehannel in order 10 accommodate the
flow of water. This, of ecourse, could be
accomplished in different ways but either
way at & great expense, The main ques-
tion to be settled would be concerning the
advaniaces to be derived and whether or
not they would be equivalent to the cost of
the undertakine. This question would re-
guire & solution by the Government.
